BANQUE INDUSTRIELLE, 
“CITY HALL MEETING. 


COMPROMISE SCHEME ADOPTED, 


The ¥rench Government's com- 
promise scheme in connection with 
the affairs of the Banque Indus- 
trielle de China was adopted at a 
meeting of the unsecured creditors 
of the Hongkong Branch of the 
Bank held yesterday afternoon at 
the City Hall. Mr. Hugh A. Nisbet, 
the Official Receiver, presided and 
was supported by the Hon. Mr. 
A. R. Lowe, of Messrs. Lowe, Binge 
ham and Matthews, Mr, H.C, Mac« 
namara, of Mossrs. Deacon, Hars- 

and Shenton, and Mr. Fiz 
ney, Managet of the Banque 
Industrielle. et 

Mr. Hugh Nisbet, address 
ihg. the meeting, said: Ladies 
and Gentlemen,—This ineeting 
has. been convened by the 
order of ° the ‘Court for the 
purpose of cpnsidering, and if 
thought fit, of passing the scheme 
of compromise, the doduments in 
connection with which ‘have been 
in your hands for a little over four 
months, The documents present 
full details of the scheme of com- 
promise, and the list of it is set out 
in the epitomised summary, a copy 
of which was also sent you, and 
which to refresh your minds, I will 
now read to you. 

The present proposal ‘is the 
result of a careful examination of 
the affairs of the Banque . In- 
dustriclle de Chine by the judicial 
authorities in Paris combined with 
ba decision of the French Govern- 
ment to support the French credit, 
inthe Far East by giving at its own 
expense special privileges to Far 
Eastern creditors. A full definition 
of who are Far Eastern creditors is 
contained in the eighth article of 
the scheme; but, generally speak-| 
ing, all creditors of the Hongkong 
branch of the Banque are included 
and thus can avail themselves of. 
the favourable terms offered to 
them asa class. It must be realised 
‘that the scheme now put forward 
wes only definitely formulated in’ 
February 1923 as it required a law 
passed by ‘the French Parliament 
togive it full effect: and this law 
was passed during that month, The 
broad outline of the scheme is this,’ 
so far as unsecured creditors are 
concerned, and it is to them alone 
that the present offer is made,’ 

In the first place the’ Banque will 
jssue notes (in the scheme called 
“Distribution notes”) payable in 
French francs for the amounts due 
to creditors as on July 26, 1621. To 
arrive at sums due the following 
conversion rates will be employed : 

£1--Frs. 46.25 1/2 
GSI—-Frs, 12,62 1/2 
. HK$1—Frs. 6:46 
| Such notes will cover principal, 
‘interest and charges due up to the 
date above stated and will be paid 


off within a maximum period of 
25, years without jaterest. These 
notes will be issued for the 
amounts due in respect of every 
claim calculated in the manner 
above described and the holders 
will enjoy equal rights in the dis- 
trityation of available funds by the 
Banque Industrielle de Chine. 

In this connection it is to be notic- 
ed that a new company has been 
formed under the name -of the 
Société Frangaise de Gérance de 
la Banque Industrielle de Chine 
‘which will carry onthe business of 
ithe Banque Industrielle de Chine 
under arrangements fully set outin 
the scheme, including the payment 
of 95 per cent. of its profits tothe 
Banque, Payments will from time 
fo time be made tothe holders of 
the. distribution notes, provided 
there isatthe time a sum available 
for distribution equal to § per cent. 
ofthe total amount secured, The 
notes will be for Frs. 500 payable to 
bearer and fraction certificates will 
be issued for smaller amounts.
